Stingers to meet York Yeowomen 
in first round at basketball nationals 


The Concordia Stingers women’s basketball team has been seeded fourth at the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union (CIAU) eight-team national championship in 
Thunder Bay, Ont. They will play the fifth-seeded York Yeowomen on Friday at 6 p.m. 

Concordia and York have met twice this season with the Stingers coming out on 
top both times by scores of 60-52 and 63-54. 

Concordia defeated McGill 59-57 on March 8 to win the Quebec championship 
and advance to the nationals.

Each CFL team submits a list to the league office of Canadian prospects it 
would like to have evaluated. Only the top vote-getters are invited to the camp. 

The CFL will hold its annual college draft on Monday, April 7.
